5 or that is in the water under the earth : Thou 
shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve 
them: for I the Lord thy God am a jealous 
God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children unto the third and fourth gene- 

6 ration of them that hate me: And shewing 
mercy unto thousands of them that love me, 
and keep my commandments. 

7 Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain: for the Lord will not hold 
him guiltless that taketh his name in vain.

HATTHEW V, VI, VII. 

5 And seeing the multitudes, he went up into 
the mountain: and when he had sat down, 

2 his disciples came unto him: and he opened 
his mouth and taught them, saying, 

3 Blessed are the poor in spirit: for theirs is 
the kingdom of heaven. 

4 Blessed are they that mourn : for they shall 
be comforted. 

5 Blessed are the meek: for they shall in- 
herit the earth. 

6 Blessed are they that hunger and thirst 
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after righteousness: for they sliall be filled. 

7 Blessed are the merciful: for they shall 
obtain mercy. 

8 Blessed are the pure in heart: for they 
shall see God. 

9 Blessed are the peacemakers: for they 
shall be called sons of God. 

10 Blessed are they that have been perse- 
cuted for righteousness^ sake: for theirs is 
the kingdom of heaven. 

1 1 Blessed are ye when men shall reproach 
you, and persecute you, and say all manner 
of evil against you falsely, for my sake. 

12 Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for great 
is your reward in heaven: for so persecuted 
they the prophets which were before you. 

13 Ye are the salt of the earth: but if the salt 
have lost its savour, wherewith shall it be 
salted? it is thenceforth good for nothing, 
but to be cast out and trodden under foot 

14 of men. Ye are the light of the world. A 

15 city set on a hill cannot be hid. Neither do 
men light a lamp, and put it under a bushel, 
but on the stand; and it shineth unto all that 

16 are in the house. Even so let your light 
shine before men, that they may see your 
good works, and glorify your Father which 
is in heaven. 
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17 Think not that I came to destroy the law 
or the prophets: I came not to destroy but to 

18 fulfil. For verily I say unto you, Till heaven 
and earth pass away, one jot or tittle shall in 
no wise pass away from the law, till all things 

19 be accomplished. Whosoever therefore shall 
break one of these least commandments, and 
shall teach men so, shall be called least in 
the kingdom of heaven: but whosoever shall 
do and teach them, he shall be called great 

20 in the kingdom of heaven. For I say unto 
you. That except your righteousness shall 
exceed t)ie righteousness of the scribes and 
Pharisees, ye shall in no wise enter the king- 
dom of heaven. 

21 Ye have heard that it was said to them of 
old time, Thou shalt not kill: and whosoever 
shall kill shall be in danger of the judge- 

22 ment: but I say unto you, That every one 
who is angry with his brother shall be in 
danger of the judgement; and whosoever 
shall say to his brother, Raca, shall be in 
danger of the council ; and whosoever shall 
say, Thou fool, shall be in danger of the hell 

23 of fire. If therefore thou art ottering thy gift 
at the altar, and there rememberest that thy 

24 brother hath aught against thee, leave there 
thy gift before the Mtar, and go thy way. 
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first be reconciled to thy brotlier,and then come 

25 a-nd offer thy gift. Agree with thine adversary 
quickly, whiles thou art with him in the way; 

, lest haply the^^versaiy deliver thee to the 
judge, and the judge deliver thee to the officer, 

26 and thou be cast into prison. Verily I say 
unto thee, Thou shalt by no means come out 
thence, till thou have paid the last farthing. 

27 Ye have heard that it was said, Thou shalt 
29 not commit adultery: but I say unto you, that 

every one that looteth on a woman to lust 
after her hath committed adultery with her 

29 already in his heart. And if thy right eye 
causeth thee to stumble, pluck it out, and cast 
it from thee: for it is profitable for thee that 
one of thy members should perish, and not 

30 thy whole body be cast into hell. And if thy 
right hand causeth thee to stumble, cut it off, 
and cast it from thee: for it is profitable for 
thee that one of thy members should perish, 

31 and not thy whole body go into hell . It was 
said also. Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
let him give her a writing of divorcement: 

32 but I say unto you that every one that put- 
teth away his wife, saving for the cause of 
fornication, maketh her an adulteress: and 
whosoever shall marry her when she is put 
away committeth adultery. 
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33 Agftin, ye have Iieard tlk^ it was said to 
t&em of old time, Thou shalt not forswear 
thyself, but shalt perform tmto the Lord tibine 

34 oaths: but I say uuto you, Sweair uot at 
all; neither by Ae heaven, for it is the 

35 throne of God; nor by the earth, for it is the 
footstool of his feet; nor by Jerusalem, for it 

36 is the city of the great Kling. Neither shalt 
thou swear by thy head, for thou canst not 

37 make one hair white or black. But let your 
speech be. Yea, yea; Nay, nay: and what- 
soever is more than these is of the evil one. 

38 Ye have heard that it was said. An eye for 

39 an eye, and a tooth for a tooth: but 1 say 
unto you, Resist not him that is evil: but 
whosoever smiteth thee on thy right cheek, 

40 turn to him the other also. And if any man 
would go to law with thee, and take away 

41 thy coat, let him have thy cloke also. And 
wnosoever shall compel thee to go one mile, 

42 go with him twain. Give to him that asketh 
thee, and from him that would borrow of 
thee turn not thou away. 

43 Ye have heard that it was said, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour, and hate thine enemy: 

44 but I say unto you, Love your enemies, and 
46 pray for th^n that persecute you; that ye 

may be sons of your Father which is in 
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Leaven : for be maketh his Bun to rise on tlie 
evil and the good, and B^ideth rain on the 

46 just and the unjust. For if ye love them 
that love you, what reward have ve? do not 

47 even the publicans the same? And if ye 
salute your brethem only, what do ye more 
than otners? do not even the Gentiles the 

48 same? Ye therefore shall be perfect, as 
your heavenly Father is perfect. 

6 Take heed that ye do not your right- 
eousness before men, to be seen of them: else 
ye have no reward with your Father which 
IS in heaven. 

2 When therefore thou doest alms, sound not 
a trumpet before thee, as the hypocrites do in 
the synago^es and in the streets, that they 
may nave rfory of men. Verily I say unto 

3 you. They nave received their reward. But 
when thou doest alms, let not thy left hand 

4 know what thy right handdoeth: that thine 
alms may be in secret: and thy Father which 
seeth in secret shall recompense thee. 

5 And when ye pray, ye snail not be as the 
hypocrites: for they love to stand and pray 
in the synagogues and in the comers of the 
streets, that t£ey may be seen of jmem. Ver- 
ily I say unto you. They h$ve rec^ved their 

6 reward. But thou, when thou fMfe$tj eoiter 
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into tMne inner chamber, and having shut 
thy door, pray to thy Father which is in se- 
cret, and thy Father which seeth in secret 

7 shall recompense thee. And in praying use 
not vain repetitions, as the Gentiles do: for 
they think that they shall be heard for their 

8 much speaking. Be not therefore like unto 
them : for your Father knoweth wh at things ye 

9 have need of, before ye ask him. After this 
manner therefore pray ye: Our Father which 

10 art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done, as in 

11 heaven, so on earth. Give us this day our 

12 daily bread. And forgive us our debts, as 

13 we also have forgiven our debtors. And 
bring us not into temptation, but deliver us 

14 from the evil one. For if ye forgive men 
their trespasses, your heavenly Father \^411 

15 also forgive you. But if ye forgive not men 
their trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses. 

16 Moreover when ye fast, be not, as the hyp- 
ocrites, of a sad countenance: for they disfig- 
ure their faces, that they maybe seen of men 
to fast. Verily I say unto you. They have 

17 received their reward. But thou, when thou 
fastest, anoint thy head, and wash thy face ; 

18 that thou be not seen of men to fast, but of 
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thy Father which is in secret: and thy Father, 
which seeth in secret, shall recompense thee. 

19 Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon 
the earth, where moth and rust doth consume, 
and where thieves break through and steal, 

20 but lay up for yourselves treasui'es in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth consume, 
and where thieves do not break through nor 

21 steal: for where thy treasure is, there will 

22 thy heart be also. The lamp of the body is 
the eye: if therefore thine eye be single, thy 

23 whole body shall be full of light. But if 
thine eye be evil, thy whole body shall be 
full of darkness. If therefore the light that 
is in thee be darkness, how great is the dark- 

24' ness! No man can serve two masters: for 
either he will hate the one, and love the other; 
or else he will hold to one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you. Be not anxious for 
your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink; nor yet for your body, what ye shall 
put on. Is not the life more than the food, 

26 and the body than the raiment? Behold the 
birds of the heaven, that they sow not, neither 
do they reap, nor gather into bairns; and your 
heavenly Father feedeth them. Are not ye 

27 of much more value than they? And which 
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of you by being anxious can add one cubit 

28 unto his stature? And whv are ye anxious 
concerning raiment? Consider the lilies of 
the field, how they grow; they toil not, 

29 neither do they spin: yet I say unto you, 
that even Solomon in all his glory was not 

30 arrayed like one of these. But if God doth 
so clothe the grass of the field, which to-day 
is, and to-morrow is cast into the oven, shall 
he not much more clothe you, O ye of little 

31 faith? Be no* therefore anxious, saying, 
What shall we eat? or. What shall we drink ? 

32 or. Wherewithal shall we be clothed? For 
after all these things do the Gentiles seek; 
for your heavenly Father knoweth that ye 

33 have need of all these things. But seek ye 
first his kingdom, and his righteousness; and 

34 all these things shall be added unto you. Be 
not therefore anxious for the morrow: for the 
morrow will be anxious for itself. Sufficient 
unto the day is the evil thereof. 

7 Judge not, that ye be not judged. For 
with \^at judgement ye judge, ye shall be 
judged: and with what measure ye mete, it 
. 3 shall be measured unto you. And why be - 
boldest thou the mote that is in thy brother's 
eye, but considerest not the beam that is in 

4 tnine own eye ? Or how wilt thou say to thy 
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brother, Let me cast out the mote out of 
thine eye; and lo, the beam is in thine own 

5 eye ? Thou hypocrite, cast out first the beam 
out of thine own eye; and then shalt thou 
see clearly to cast out the mote out of thy 
brother's eye. 

6 Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, 
neither cast your pearls before the swine, lest 
haply they trample them under their feet, 
and turn and rend you. 

7 Ask, and it shall be given vou; seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened 

8 unto you: for every one that asketh receiv- 
eth; and he that seeketh findeth; andto hun 

9 that knocketh it shall be opened. Or what 
man is there of you, who, if his son shall ask 

10 him for a loaf, will give him a stone; or if 
he shall ask for a fish, will give him a ser- 

11 pent? If ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, how much 
more shall your Father which is in heaven 

12 give good things to them that ask him? All 
things therefore whatsoever ye would that 
men should do unto you, even so do ye also 
unto them : for this is the law and the prophets. 

13 Enter ye in by the narrow gate: for wide 
is the gate, and broad is the way, that lead- 
eth to destruction, and many be they that

14 entex' in thereby. For naiTow is the gate, 
and straitened the way, that leadeth unto 
life, and few be they that find it. 

15 Beware of false prophets, which come to 
you in sheep's clothing, but inwardly are ra- 

16 vening wolves. By their finiits ye shall know 
them. Do men gather grapes of thorns, or 

17 figs of thistles? Even so every good tree 
bringeth forth good fruit; but the corrupt 

18 tree bringeth forth evil finiit. A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil finiit, neither can a 

19 corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. Every 
tree that bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 

20 down, and cast into the fii'e. Therefore by 

21 their fruits ye shall know them. Not every 
one that saith unto me. Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my Father which is in 

22 heaven. Many will say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, did we not prophesy by thy name, 
and by thy name cast out devils, and by thy 

23 name do many mighty works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never knew you, 
depai't from me, ye that work iniquity. 

24 Eveiy one therefore which heareth these 
words of mine, and doeth them, shall be 
likened unto a wise man, which built his 

25 house upon the rock: and the rain descended : 
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and the floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell not: for it 

26 was founded upon the rock. And every one 
that heareth these words of mine, and doeth 
them not, shall be likened unto a foolish 
man, which built his house upon the sand: 

27 and the rain descended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, and smote upon that 
house; and it fell: and great was the fall 
thereof. 

28 And it came to pass, when Jesus ended 
these words, the multitudes were astonished 

29 at his teaching: for he taught them as one 
ha\T[ng authority, and not as their scribes.

GEM VI. 
THE BLESSING AND THE CUBSE. 

LEVITICUS XXVI. 

Ye shall make you no idols nor graven 
image, neither rear you up a standing image, 
neither shall ye set up any image of stone in 
your land, to bow down unto it: for I am the 
Lord your God. • 
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2 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and revOTence 

my aanctoarv: I am the Lord. 
8 If ye walk in my statutes, and ke^ my 

4 commandments, and do them: Then Iwill 
give you rain in due season, and the land 
Siall yield her increase, and the trees of the 

5 field shall yield their fruit And your thresh- 
ing shall reach unto the vintage, and the vin- 
tage shall reach unto the sowing time: and ye 
shall eat your bread to the fiill, and dwell in 

6 your land safely. And I will give peace ift 
the land, and ye shall lie down, and none 
shall make you afraid: and I will rid evil 
beasts out of the land, neither shall the sword 

7 go through your land. And ye shall chase 
your enemies, and Ihev shall fall before you 

8 by the sword. And nve of you shall chase 
a hundred, and a hundred of you shall put 
ten thousand to flight: and your enemies shall 

9 fall before you by the sword. For I will have 
respect unto you, and make you fruitful, and 
multiply you, and establidi my covenent with 

10 you. And ye shall eat old store, and bring 

11 forth the old because of the new. And 1 
will s^ my tabernacle umong you: and my 

12 soul shall not abhor you. j£aa 1 will walk 
amonff you, and will be your God, and ye 

13 shall be my people, I am the Lwd your 
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God, wliich brought you forth out of the 
land of Egypty tluit ye should not be their 
bondmen; and I have broken the bands of 
your yoke, and made you go upright. 

14 But if ye will not hearken unto me, and 

15 will not do all these commandments; and if 
ye shall despise my statutes, or if your soul 
abhor my judgements, so that ye will not do 
all my commandments, but that ye break my 

16 covenant: I also will do this unto you; I will 
even appoint over you terror, consumption, 
and the Duming ague, that shall consume the 
eyes, and cause sorrow of heart; and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain, for your enemies shall 

17 eat it And I will set my face against you, 
and ye shall be slain before your enemies: 
they that hate you shall reign over you; and 

18 ye 1^11 flee when none pursueth you. And 
if ye will not yet for all this hearken unto 
me, then I will pxmish you seven times more • 

19 for your sins. And I will break the pride 
of your power; and I will make your heaven 

20 as iron, and your earth as brass: and your 
strength i^aU be sDent in vain: for your 
land shall not yicM her increase, neither 
sMll the trees of the land yield their firuito; 

21 Andif ye walk contrary unto me, and will 
not hearken unto me; twill bring sev^i times 
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more places upon you according to yoir 
^2 sins. 1 will also send wild beasts among 
you, which shall rob vou of your childrei, 
and destroy your cattle, and make you few 
in number; and your highways shall be deso- 
2S late. And if ye will not be reformed by me 
by these things, but will walk contrary unto 

24 me ; Then will I also walk contrary unto you, 
and will punish you yet seven times for your 

25 sins. And I will bring a sword upon you, 
that shall avenge the quarrel of my cove- 
nant: and when ye are gathered together 
within your cities, I will send the pestilence 
among you; and ye shall be delivered into 

26 the hand of the enemy. And when I have 
broken the staff of your bread, ten women 
shall bake your bread in one oven, and they 
shall deliver you your bread again by weight: 

27 and ye shall eat and not be satisfied. And 
if ye will not for all this hearken unto me, 

28 but walk contrary unto me ; Then I Avill walk 
contrary unto you also in fury; and I, even 
I, will chastise you seven times for your sins. 

Hd And ye shall eat the flesh of your sons, and 
the flesh of your daughters shall ye eat. 

30 And I will destroy your high places, and cut 
down your images, and cast your carcasses 
upon tne carcasses of your idols, and my soul 
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31 shall abhor you. And I will make your 
cities waste, and bring your sanctuaries unto 
desolation, and I will not smell the savour 

32 of your sweet odours. And I will bring the 
land into desolation: and youi' enemies which 

33 dwell therein shall be astonished at it. And 
I will scatter you among the heathen, and 
will di'aw out a sword after you : and your 
land shall be desolate, and your cities waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her sabbaths, as 
long as it lieth desolate, and ye be in your 
enemies' land; even then shall the land rest, 

35 and enjoy her sabbaths. As long as it lieth 
desolate it shall rest, because it did not rest 
in your sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

36 And upon them that are left alive of you I 
will send a faintness into their hearts in the 
lands of their enemies; and the sound of a 
shaken leaf shall chase them ; and they shall 
flee, as fleeing fi*om a sword; and they shall 

37 fall when none pursueth. And they shall 
fall one upon another, as it were before a 
sword, when none pursueth: and ye shall 
have no power to stand before youi' enemies. 

38 And ye shall perish among the heathen, and 
the land of your enemies shall eat you up^ . 

39 And thev that ai*e left of you shall pine away 
in their miquity in your enemies' lands; and 
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also in tlie iniquities of tlieir fathers shall 

40 they pine awav with them. If they shall 
confess their iniquity, and the iniquity of their 
fathers, with their trespass which tney tres- 
passed against me, and that also they have 

41 walked contrary unto me.; and that I also 
have walked contrary unto them, and have 
brought them into the land of their enemies; 
if then their uncircumcised hearts be hum- 
bled, and they then accept of the punishment 

42 of their iniquity: then will I remember my 
covenant with Jacob, and also my covenant 
with Isaac, and also my covenant with Abra- 
ham will I remember; and I will remember 

43 the land. The land also shall be left of

NO CONDEMNATION TO THEM THAT ABE 
IN OHBIST JESUS. 

ROMANS VIII. 

There is [therefore now no condemnation 

2 to them that are in Christ Jesus. For the 
law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus made 
me free from the law of sin and of death. 

3 For what the law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh, God, sending his own 
Son in the likeness of sinful flesh and as an 
offering for sili, condemned sin in the flesh: 

4 that the ordinance of the law might be ful- 
filled in us, who walk not after the flesh, but 

5 after the spirit. For they that are after the 
flesh do mmd the things of the flesh; but 
they that are after the spirit the things of 

6 the spirit . For the mind of the flesh is death ; 
but the mind of the spirit is life and peace: 

7 because the mind of the flesh is enmity 
against God; for it is not subject to the law 

8 of God, neither indeed can it be: and they 

9 that are in the flesh cannot please God. But 
ye are not in the flesh, but in the spirit, if so, 
be that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you. 
But if any man hath not the Spirit of Christ, 

10 he is none of his. And if Christ is in you, 
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• the body is dead because of sin; but the 

11 spirit is life because of righteousness. But 
if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from 
the deaa dwelleth in you, he that raised up 
Christ Jesus from the dead shall quicken 
also your mortal bodies through his Spirit 
that dwelleth in you. 

12 So then, brethren, we are debtors, not to 

13 the flesh, to live after the flesh: for if ye live 
after the flesh, ye must die; but if by the 
spirit ye mortify the deeds of the body, ye 

14 shall live. For as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, these are the sons of God. 

15 i\)r ye receive not the spirit of bondage 
again unto fear; but ye receive the spirit of 

16 adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 
The Spirit himself beareth witness with our 

17 spirit, that we are the children of God: and 
if children^ then heirs ; heirs of God, and joint- 
heirs with Christ; if so be that we suffer with 
him, that we may be also glorified with hinj. 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory which shall be revealed to us- 

19 ward. . For the earnest expectation of the 
creation waiteth for the revealing of the sons 

20 of God. For the creation was subjected to 
vanity, not of its own will, but by reason of 
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21 him who subjected it, in hope that the crea- 
tion itself also shall be delivered from the 
bondage of corruption into the liberty of the 

22 glory of the children of God. For we know 
that the whole creation groaneth and travail- 

23 eth in pain together untilnow. And not only 
so, but ourselves also, which have the first- 
fruits of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan 
within ourselves, waiting for our adoption, 

24 to- wit, the redemption of our body. For by 
hope were we saved: but hope that is seen is 
not hope: for who hopeth for that which he 

25 seeth? But if we hope for that which we 
see not, then do we witn patience wait for it. 

26 And in like manner tne Spirit also help- 
eth our infirmity: for we know not how to 
pray as we ought; but the Spirit himself 
maKeth intercession for us with groanings 

27 which cannot be uttered; and he that search- 
eth the hearts knoweth what is the mind of 
the Spirit, because he maketh intercession for 

28 the saints according to the will of God. And 
we know that to them that lov6 God all things 
work together for good, even to them that are 

29 called according to his purpose. For whom 
he foreknew, he also foreordained to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, that he might 

30 be the firstborn among many brethren: and 
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■ .1 T . 

whom he foreordained, them he also called: 
and whom he called, them he also justified: 
and whom he justified, them he also glorified. 

31 What then shall we say to these things? 

32 .If God is for us, who is against us? He that 

spared not his own Son, but delivered him 
up for us all, how shall he not also with him 

33 freelv give us all things? Who shall laj 
anything to the charge of God's elect? It is 

34 God that justifieth; who is he that shall con- 
demn? It is Christ Jesus that died, yea 
rather, that was raised from the dead, who is 
at the right hand of God, who also maketh 

35 intercession for us. Who shall separate us 
from the love of Christ? shall tribulation, or 
anguish, or persecution, or famine, or naked- 

36 ness, or peril, or sword? Even as it is written. 

For thy sake we are killed all the day long; 
We were accomited as sheep for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things we are more than 

38 conquerors through him that loved us. For 
I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor things pres- 

39 ent, nor things to come, nor powers, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from the love of 
God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.

7 the truth; beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all things. 

8 Love never faileth: but whether there be 
prophecies, they shall be done away; whether 
there be tongues, they shall cease; whether 
there be knowledge, it shall be done awav. 

9 For we know in part, and we prophesy m 
10 part: but when that which is perfect is come, 

that which is in part shall be done away. 
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11 When I was a child, I spake as a child, I

THE FATHEE'S LOVE. 

LUKE XV. 

Now all the publicans and sinners were 

2 drawingnear unto him for to hear him. And 
both the Pharisees and the scribes mur- 
mured, saying, This man receiveth sinners, 
and. eateth with them. 

3 And he spake unto them this parable, say- 

4 ing, What man of you, having a hundred 
sheep, and having lost one of them, doth not 
leave the ninety and nine in the wilderness, 
and go after that which is lost, imtil he find 

5 it? And when he hath found it, he laveth it 

6 on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when he 
cometh home, he calleth together his friends 
and his neighbours, saying unto them. Re- 
joice with me, for I have found my sheep 

7 which was lost. I say unto you, that even 
so there shall be joy in heaven over one sin- 
ner that reperiteth, more than over ninety 
and nine righteous persons, which need no 
repentance. 

8 Or what woman having ten pieces of sil- 
ver, if she lose one piece, doth npt light a 
lamp, and sweep the house, and seek dili- 

9 gently until she mud it ? And when she hath 
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found it, she calleth together her friends and 
neighbours, saying. Rejoice with n;ie, for I 

10 have found the piece which I had lost. Even 
so, I say unto you, there is joy in the pres- 
ence of the angels of God over one sinner 
that repenteth. 

11 And he said, A certain man had two sons: 

12 and the younger of them said to his father. 
Father, give me the portion of thy substance 
that falleth to me. And he divided unto 

13 them his living. And not many days after 
the younger son gathered all together, and 
took his journey into a far country; and 
there he wasted his substance with riotous 

14 living. And when he had spent all, there 
arose a mighty famine in that country; and 

15 he began to be in want. And he went and 
joinea himself to one of the citizens of that 
country; and he sent him into his fields to 

16 feed swine. And he would fain have been 
filled with the husks that the swine did eat: 

17 and no man gave unto him. But when he 
came to himself he said. How many hired 
servants of my father's have bread enough 
and to spare, and I perish here with hunger! 

18 1 will arise and go to my father, and will say 
unto him, Father, I have sinned against hea- 

19 ven, and in thy sight: I am no more worthy 
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to be called thy son: make me as one of thy 

20 hired servants. And he arose, and came to 
his father. But while he was yet afar off, 

,his father saw him, and was moved with 
compassion, and ran, and fell on his neck, 

21 and kissed him. And the son said unto him. 
Father, I have sinned against heaven, and in 
thy sight: I am no more worthy to be called 

22 thy son. But the father said to his servants. 
Bring forth quickly the best robe, and put it 
on him; and put a ring on his hand and shoes 

23 on his feet: and bring the fatted calf, and kill 

24 it, and let us eat, and make merry: for this 
my son was dead, and is alive again ; . he was 
lost, and is found. And they began to be 

25 merry. Now his elder son was in the field: 
and as he came and drew nigh to the house, 

26 he heard music and dancing. And he called 
to him one of the servants, and inquired what 

27 these things might be. And he said unto 
him, Thy orother is come; and thy father 
hath killed the fatted calf, because he hath 

28 received him safe and sound. But he was 
angry, and would not go in: and his father 

29 came out, and entreated him. But he an- 
swered and said to his father, Lo, these many 
years do I serve thee, and I never transgressed 
a commandment of tiiine: and yet thou never 
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gavest me a kid, that I niiglit make merry 

30 with my friends: but when this thy son came, 
which hath devoured thy living with harlots, 

31 thou killedst for him the fatted calf. . And 
he said unto him. Son, thou art ever with me, 

32 and all that is mine is thine. But it was 
meet to make merry and be glad: for this thy 
brother was dead, and is alive again ; and 
was lost, and is found.

Thou sentest forth thy wrath, which consumed 
them as stubble. 

8 And with the blast of thy nostrils the waters were 

gathered together, 
" The floods stood upright as a heap. 
And the depths were congealed in the heart of the 
sea. 

9 The enemy said, I will pursue, I will overtake, 

I will divide the spoil; 
My lust shall be satisfied upon them; 
I will draw my sword. 
My hand shall destroy them. 
10 Thou didst blow with thy wind. 
The sea covered them: 
They sank as lead in the mighty waters. 
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11 Who is like unto thee, O Lord, among the gods? 
Who is like thee, glorious in holiness, fearful 

in praises, doing wonders? 

12 Thou stretohedst out thy right hand, 
The earth swallowed them. 

13 Thou in thy mercy hast led forth the people which 

thou hast redeemed: 
Thou hast guided them in thy strength unto 
thy holy habitation. 

14 The people shall hear, and be afraid: 

Sorrow shall take hold on the inhabitants of 
Palestina. 

15 Then the dukes of Edom shall be amazed; 
The mighty men of Moab! trembling shall take 

hold of them; 
All the inhabitants of Canaan shall melt away. 

16 Fear and dread shall fall upon them; 

By the greatness of thine arm they shall be as 
still as a stone; 
Till thy people pass over, O Lord, 
Till the people pass over, which thou hast pur- 

17 Thou shalt bring them in, [chased. 
And plant them in the mountain of thine inherit- 
ance, 

In the place, O Lord, which thou hast made for 

thee to dwell in; 
In the Sanctuary, Ix)rd, which thy hands 

have established. 

18 The Lord shall reign for ever and ever. 

19 For the horse of Pharaoh went in lyith his char* 
iots and with his horsemen into the sea> 
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And the Lord brought again the waters of the 

sea upon them; 
But the children of Israel went on dry land in

GEM XXXVIII. 
THE NEW JERUSALEM. 

REVELATIONS XXI, XXII. 

2 1 And I saw a new heaven and a new earth : 
for the first heaven and the first earth are 

2 passed away; and the sea is no more. And 
I saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming 
down out of heaven from God, made ready 

3 as a bride adorned for her husband. And I 
heard s. great voice out of the throne saying, 
Behold, the tabernacle of God is with men, 
and he shall dwell with them, and they shall 
be his peoples, and God himself shall be with 

4 them, and be their God: and he shall wipe 
away every tear from their eyes; and death 
shall be no more; neither shall there be 
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mourning, nor crying, aor pain, any more: 

5 the first things are passed away. And he 
that sitteth on the. throne said. Behold, I 
make all things new. And he saith, Write: 

6 for these wor(fe are faithful and true. And 
he said unto me, They are come to pass. I 
am the Alpha and the Omega, the beginning 
and the end. I will give unto him that is 
athirst of the fountain of the water of life 

7 freely. He that overcometh shall inherit 
these things; and I will be his God, and he 

8 shall be my son. But for the fearful, and 
unbelieving, and abominable, and murderers, 
and fornicators, and sorcerers, and idolaters, 
and all liars, their part shall be in the lake 
that bumeth with fire and brimstone; whixjh 
is the second death. 

9 And there came one of the seven angels 
who had the seven bowls, who were laden 
with the seven last plagues; and he spake 
with me, saying. Come hither, I will shew 

10 thee the bride, me wife of the Lamb. And 
he carried me away in the Spirit to a moun- 
tain great and high, and shewed me the holy 
city Jerusalem, coming down out of heaven 

11 from God, having the glory of God: her 
light was like unto a stone most precious, as 

12 it were a jasper stone, clear as crystal: hav- 
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mg a wall great and high; having twelve 
gate^, and at the gates twelve angels; and 
names written thereon, which are the names 
of the twelve tribes of the children of Israel: 

13 on the east were three gates; and on the north 
three gates; and on the south three gates; 

14 and on the west three gates. And the wall 
of the city had twelve foundations, and on 
them twelve names of the twelve apostles of 

15 the Lamb. And he that spake with me had 
for a measure a golden reed to measure the 
city, and the gates thereof, and the wall 

16 thereof. And the city lieth foursquare, and 
the length thereof is as great as the breadth : 
and he measured the city with the reed, 
twelve thousand furlongs: the length and the 

* breadth and the height thereof are equal. 

17 And he measured the wall thereof, a hu<ndred 
and forty and four cubits, according to the 

18 measure of a man, that is, of an angel. And 
the building of the wall thereof was jasper: 
and the city wad pure gold, like unto pure 

19 glass. The foundations of the wall of the 
city were adorned with all manner of pre- 
cious stones. The first foundation was jasper; 
the second, sapphire; the third, chalcedony; 

20 the fourth, emerald; the fifth, sardonyx; the 
sixth, sardius; the seventh, chrysolite; the 
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eighth, beryl; the ninth, topaz; the tenth, 
chrysoprase; the eleventh, jacinth; the 

21 twelfth, amethyst. And the twelve gates 
were twelve pearls; each one of the several 
gates was of one pearl: and the street of the 
city was pure gold, as it were transparent 

22 glass. And I saw no temple therein: for the 
Lord God the Almighty, and the Lamb, are 

23 the temple thereof. And the city hath no 
need of the sun, neither of the moon, to 
shine upon it: for the glory of God did 

24 lighten it, and the lamp thereof is the Lamb. 
And the nations shall walk amidst the li^ht 
thereof: and the kings of the earth ^o brmg 

25 their glory into it. And the gates thereof 
shall m no wise be shut by day (for there 

26 shall be no night there) : and they shall bring 
the glory and the honor of the nations into 

27 it: and there shall in. no wise enter into it 
anjrthing unclean, or he that maketh an 
abomination and a lie: but only they which , 

22 are written in the Lamb's book of life. And 
he shewed me a river of water of life, bright 
as crystal, proceeding out of the -throne of 
God and of the Lamb, in the midst of the 
2 street thereof. And on this side of the river 
and on that was the tree of life, bearing 
twelve n^anner of fruits, yielding its fruit 
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every month : and the leaves of the tree were 
3 for the healing of the nations. And there 
shall be no curse any more: and the throne 
of God and of the Lamb shall be therein: 
4 and his servants shall do him service; and 
they shall see his face; and his name shall 

5 be on their foreheads. And there shall be 
night no more ; and they need no light of 
lamp, neither light of sun; for the Lor^ God 
shall give them light: and they shall reign 
for ever and ever. 

6 And he said unto me, These words are 
faithftd and true: and the Lord, the God of 
the spirits of the prophets, sent his angel to 
shew unto his servants the things which must 

7 shortly come to pass. And behold, I come 
quickly. Blessed is he that keepeth the 
words of the prophecy of this book. 

8 And I John am he that heard and so-w 
these things. And when I heard and saw, 
I fell down to worship before the feet of the 

9 angel which shewed me these things. And 
he saith unto me, See thou do it not: I am a 
fellow^ervant with thee and with thy breth- 
ren the prophets, and with them which keep 
the words of this book: worship God. 

10 And he saith unto me. Seal not up the 
words of the prophecy of this booki*the for 
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11 time is at hand. He that is unrighteous, let 
him do unrighteousness still: and he that is 
filthy, let him be made filthy still: and he 
that is righteous, let him do righteousness 
still: and he that is holy, let him be made 

12 holy still. Behold, I come quickly; and my 
reward is with me, to render to each man ac- 

13 cording as his work is. I am the Alpha and 
the Omega, the first and the last, the begin- 

14 ning and the end. Blessed are they that 
wash their robes, that they may have the 
right to come to the tree of life, and may 

15 enter in by the gates into the city. Without 
are the dogs, and the sorcerers, and the for- 
nicators, and the murderers, and the idola- 
ters, and every one that loveth and maketh 
a lie. 

16 I Jesus have sent mine angel to testify 
unto you these things for the churches. 1 
am •the root and oflfepring of David, the 
bright, the morning star. 

17 And the Spirit and the bride say, Come. 
And he that heareth, let him say. Come. 
And he that is athirst, let him come: he that 
will, let him take the water of lifS freely. 

18 I testify unto every man that hearetn the 
words of the prophecy of this book. If any 
man shall add unto them, God shall add unto 
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him the plagues which are written in this 

19 book: and if any man shall take away from 
the words of the book of this prophecy, God 
shall take away his part from the tree of life, 
and out of the holy city, which are written 
in this book. 

20 He which testifieth these things saith, Yea: 
I come quickly. Amen: come. Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of the Lord Jesus be with the 
saints. Amen.
